EDUCATION WEEK 


The nation has just completed the observance 


of American Education Week, during which time 
teachers and school patrons were asked to come 
in closer contact with each other, with the 
teachers, in many instances visiting the homes of 
their pupils, and parents repaying the visit to the 
school. 


Parents who do not take some interest in the 


education of then- children beyond merely send- 
ing them to school fall far short of the duty 
they owe to their offspring and to society. 


The progress of the child in his school work 


should be carefully watched and aided by ad- 
monition or approval as circumstances require. 
Too many parents place the entire responsibility 
upon the teacher and fail to see that the neces- 
sary home work is punctually performed. 


Monthly grades should be given diligent attenr 


tion and steps taken to spur the child to greater 
effort in connection with subjects in which he 
appears to be backward. Consultation with the 
teacher .should be had when poor grades become 
too common. Sometimes a physical defect is 
responsible; then the attention of a physician is 


1 required. 
4 Parents who are too indifferent to give some 
consideration to these things are unfit to be par- 
ents. And there are many such.

IF GERMANY DEFAULTS 


' When former Ambassador James W. Gerard 
remarked in Washington the other day that 
Germany will repudiate her war debts within 18 
months, he gave voice to a prophecy which, if it 
is fulfilled, will cause Europe and America a good 
many anxious moments and a good deal of 
wrangling during the next few years. 


••Young people now growing up in Germany 


will not come in annually with their bag of gold 
over then- shoulders," Mir. Gerard said. "As soon 
as Germany stops paying, the countries owing us 
will also want to stop, and 1 do hot know how we 
are going to 'gefrthe money." 


There is material, enough there to worry any 


citizen who likes to take an optimistic view of 
foreign affairs. It is possible, of course, thatTMr. 
Gerard is altogether too pessimistic; but there is 
little doubt that the whole post-war settlement, 
as embodied hi the Versailles treaty and in the 
reparations agreements, will get a good deal of 
study and discussion, if not actual revision, be- 
fore another decade has passed. 


The war debts, incidentally, are far from being 


the only point that will cause dispute. The dis- 
armament question is another matter that is- 
causing much talk in Germany. It will be re- 
membered that the treaty forced Germany to cut 
her army to 100,000 men and her navy to a hand- 
ful of cruisers, and also pledged the allies to un- 
dertake drastic armament reductions in the near 
future; but while the first part of it has been 
strictly enforced, the former allies Seem to be as. 
far from arms reduction as ever, and the fact isj 
worrying Germany. 


There are, in fact, students of the situation 


who predict that Germany may eventually de- 
clare that she will no longer be bound by this 
part of the treaty, on the ground that the allies 
have nullified it by their own refusal to disarm. 


In all of this, obviously, there are the possibili- 


ties of a lot of trouble. It is up to the govern- 
ments of the world, in America as well as in Eur- 
ope, to look ahead and deliberate on what their 
action will be if-these things come to pass. Some 
skillful and broad-minded statesmanship may 
be needed very badly during the next few years.
